Of imerest to all librarians 
will be the recent announ- 
cement by the Common- 
wealth Department of Urban 
and Regional Development 
of Area Improvement Pro- 
grams in the western dis- 
tricts of both Sydney “and 
Melboume. 

The general objective of 
Area improvement programs 
can be said to reduce the in- 
equalities from which the 
areas suffer relative to many 
other regions. Both ‘wests’ 
contain above average num- 
bers of young people with 
special needs, high percen- 
tages of workers in blue-co- 
lar and production-line jobs, 


families, and new suburbs 
with high growth- rates. All 
of these factors put a consi- 
derable strain on resources 
of focal government in-works.

Dear Mr Dugan: 

Thank you for your letter of. 
12 November. I have thought 
about this quite seriously - and 
squarely faces the embarras- 
sment of revealing publicly the 
dreadfully escapist character of 
the majority of my ‘out of hours’ 
reading! As for the professional 
literature. of the mass that I 
have in any sense absorbed in 
1973, I have great difficulty in 
remembering any which struck 
any particular chord. Jt seems 
to me that if I have to go and 
look them over again for this 
vurpose either they or I lacked 
, He appropriate quality. 

It was therefore with some 
relief that I realised that I had 
happened to read in 1973 by far 
the most significant piece of 
published information for the 
Australian library world that has 
been issued in my lifetime.

The efficient 
scientific and technological 
information at the right 
time to scientists and techno- 
logists is fundamentally im- 
portant to the progress of 
leaming, research and indus- 
trial proficiency. Judge 
(OECD) estimated that in 
the UK alone 6,000,000 pounds 
is wasted a year through lack 
of relevant 
the right time(1). 

Without an efficient sys- 
tem of making the world’s 
scientific and technological 
information swiftly available, 
research is unnecessarily 
duplicated and industry de- 
nied the opportunity of im- 
proving existing processes 
and products and of intro- 
ducing new ones. 

The USSR formulated at 
government level a policy for 
meeting the information re- 
quirements of Russian scien 
tists and technology as early. 
as 1952 and this is now re- 
flected in’ a highly efficient 
heirarchical system. 

In the late 1950’s and 1960's 
other developed countries 
followed suit including Can- 
France, Japan,

needs, The STISEC Report 


has been anxiously awaited 
by Australian librarians and 
the scientists and technolo- 
gists whose information re- 
quirements they aim to meet. 
The Committee was: ap- 
pointed by the Council of the 
National Library in February 
1971 and = included — repre- 
sentatives from two ‘of Aus- 
tealia’s largest companies 
(CSR and BHP), universities 
and colleges of advanced 
education, government  de- 
partments (with two mem- 
bers drawn from the Depart- 


ment of Defence), CSIRO. 
university and public lib- 
taries, Sir Samuel Jones, 


chairman of Standard Tele- 
phones and Cables Pty Ltd 
succeeded Sir Peter Crisp as 
Chairman in July 1971. 

In a slim volume of 40 
pages. one cannot expect an 
in-depth analysis in response 
to the tasks the Committee 
was + set. There were: 
A Investigate the national 
need for scientific and tech- 
nological information — ser- 
vices in Australia, particu- 
larly from the user viewpoint. 

B In relation to the national 
need. examine and report 
upon: . 

(i) the general availability 
of scientific and technologi- 
cal literature and in parti- 
cular, the major deficiences 
in that resource. - —- 

(ii) the means by which

C. Suggest means whereby

Volume _1 -contains use- 
ful assessments in broad terms 
of scientific and technologi- 
cal information needs and 
services currently provided. 
but it has failed to provide a 
succinct outline of . detailed 
recommendations as to how 
national needs may best be 
met. It appears that Volume 
2, still to be published. will 
largely consist of statistical 
evidence resulting from sur- 
veys conducted by the Com- 
mittee and one hopes also 
an index to the report. : 

Recommendations ! 2 
and 5 which appear on pages 
XIE - XIV of =the = report 
the urgent need - for 
an Australian national sci- 
entific and technological inf 
ormation authority and in 
broad terms outline the func- 
tions of that authority. 

Although broad. one can- 
not disagree’ with these re- 
commendations. Recommen- 
dations 3.4 and 6 however, 
which refer to the organiza- 
tion and financing of an au- 
thority and to the need for 
a national policy. reflect a 
certain imprecision and lack 
of realistic proposals for fu- 
ture adequate provision of 
scientific and _ technological 
information in Australia. 

In discussing’ the need for 
and the role of a national 
authority, the phrase ‘natio- 
nal focus’ is used frequently. 
But it is not clear whether 
the word ‘focus’ is used to 
mean ‘point at which rays 
meet after reflection or 
refraction’ or ‘point from

Therefore it is not clear 
whether the Committee re- 


commends that the authority 
assume -a coordinating, pro- 
moting. sponsoring. advis- 
ory role (similar to that of 
the Office for Scientific and 
Technological Information 
in Britain), or whether the 
authority should assume cen- 
tral executive control of all 
scientific. and. technological 
information activities in 
Australia. . 
Occasionally it is sugges- 
ted that the authority should 


‘be both, but there is no 
clear indication how and 
where the dividing  line(s) 
should be. 

For example in Para 20 
the Committee states *Am- 


ongst the requirements which 
emerged from these  sub- 
missions is the need for a 
central authority to provide, 
and co-ordinate the provision 
of, scientific and  technolo- 
gical information — services 
for the nation. . 
*The “tasks of a central 
authority would be expected 
to include, in particular, the 
highly reliable and fast sup- 
ply of documents, the pro- 
vison of selective dissemi- 
nation of information  ser- 
vices, and the undertaking 
of training courses for scien- 


tists and technologists in 
_ information searching _ pro- 
cedures. * 


(* Reviewer’s italics) 

Paras 42. 50. 52. 55. 62, 
63, 70. 74 also demonstrate 
a reluctance to provide clear 
guidelines as to ‘whether Aus- 
tralia should adépt a_heir- 
archical but decentralised 
network as in the USSR or 
‘another conception of natio- 
nal systems. based on the 
harmonized action of many 
component parts - libraries. 





information analysis centres. 
primary and secondary edi- 
tors,.without any attempt at 
centralising the correspond- 
ing functions into one. or 


even a few agencies, on a 
national basis’ (3) 
This latter concept has 


been adopted in the U.S.A. 

In deciding upon an appro- 
priate concept for Australia, 
it is important that documen- 
tation on afl other national 
systems be studied and local 
conditions such as size of 
this country. population den- 


_Sities in limited areas. postal 


deficiencies. _ travel costs. 
etc be carefully considered 
in conjunction with existing 
services. 

Paras 18-27 briefly report 
on surveys of libraries and 
users’ needs in Australia. 

As the committee strongly 
points out, at present there 
is inadequate access to report 
literature, abstract and in- 
dex services, standards, pa- 
tents, theses, translation 
services, conference pro- 
ceedings and unpublished 
literature. 

There had been no attempt 
to relate regional availablity 
with regional needs. 

Hopefully. Volume 2 will 
provide further detailed. ana- 
lytical results of the surveys. 
and more logically and ob- 
jectively than Table 1. Para 22. 
This table presents a sum- 
mary of users’ access to lib- 
raries and library services 
in a mixture of negative and 
positive terms. 

‘The Commitee has no'de- 
sire to detract from the: posi- 


tive achievements in the 
management- of _ scientific 
and technological informat- 
ion in Australia “But in- 
adequate attention is paid 
in my view to the consider-! 
able achievements of the: 
CSIRO library —_ network. 
Without Scientific Serials 


in Australian Libraries and 
the Australian Science Index 
both of which are published 


“by the CSIRO Central Lib- 


rary, access to world and lo- 
cal -scientific literature 
would have been severly - re- 
stricted in this country dur- 
ing the past 20 years. 

Instead of recommending 
cooperation and support: to 
allow CSIRO’s publications 
to be extended and published 
more promptly, possibly by 
using computer —type-set- 
ting, the report suggest that 
they be .taken over by ‘the 
national’ authority (Paras. 
79, 105.) 

A lack, of thorough con- 
sideration of information needs 
within industry is evident. * 

No mention is made of 
industry’s need for  confi- 
dentiality in order to preserve 
commercial advantage. 

In Para 40, it is claimed 
that in - 1968-9 ‘Australian 
industry paid $35.6m- for 

patents, licences and tech- 
nical knowledge of which 
$34 m or 95% was spent over- 
seas.” 

Because such a large sum 
was spent five years ago. this 
area of information supply 
deserves closer examination. 

Australian industry receives 
much of its most recent in- 
formation from overseas pa- 
rent companies (especially 
the pharmaceutical industry), 
technical assistance agree- 
ments. memberships of over- 
seas and loca! institutes. mer- 
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gers, licences. and joint ven- 
ture agreements. 

Probably much of this in- 
formation could not be pro- 
vided or provided quickly 
enough from published ma- 
terial, but it would be useful 
to know what percentage of 


it could be. if the country 
had an efficient national 
system. 

11 is true that ‘Australia 
is at a geographical disad- 
vantage’ in relation to the 
major centres of scientific 
and technological output” 
(Para 37). 


New Zealand and South 
East Asia are also atthe same 
disadvantage however, and 
as members of the STISEC 
secretariat represented Aus- 
tralia at the UNISIST inter- 
governmental meeting on a 
world system for scientific 
and technological —inform- 
tion, one would have liked to 
have seen an imaginative 
proposal for regional cooper- 
ation in line with the UNI- 
SIST recommendations. 

_It_ could have also been 
useful to .explore the natio- 
nal need for more air-mail 
or air-freighted subscriptions 
to important journals. 

Similarly the report does 
not mention the role which 
scientific professional asso- 
ciations may play in a natio- 
nal system. 

Although in other countries 
professional associations (eg 
American Chemical Society. 
Institution of Electrical 
Engineers London. ASLIB 
tetc) contribute 
to promoting and assisting 
the transfer of scientific in- 
formation and Australian 
professional associations 
have expressed a willing- 
ness to do likewise. they have 
been excluded. 

Organisations such as the 
Australian Veterinary Asso- 
ciation, Australian Medical 
Association, Royal Austra- 
ian Chemical Institute and 
many others are already in- 
volved in maintaining lib- 
raries. publishing journals, 
holding conferences. etc. and 
it would seem they too, should 
have .an important role in a 
national network. 

It is suggested that the 
national authority employ 
‘experts in the subject of en- 
quiry’ and ‘the enquirer needs 
personalised access to spe- 
cialists skilled in interro- 
gating information — services.” 

One wonders how any one 
in authority could afford to 
employ experts in ALL sub- 
jects in a ‘number of centres’ 
to meet even half the infor- 
mation needs of Australian 
scientists and technologists. 
(Para. 74). 

A comprehensive and 
evaluative review of avail- 
able overseas magnetic tape 
services hopefully will be pre 
sented in Volume 2. Volume 
1 makes several interesting 
suggestions about the  fu-. 


ture -role of computers in in-” 


formation handling in Aus- 
tralia. A certam enthusiasm 
for “one-line terminals’ is 
evident, and cynics will ask 
how ‘many Australian lib- 
raries or information centres 
will be able to afford these 
terminals within the next 10 
years. 

Fortunately in Paras 66-72 
the report hints at rational- 
isation of magnetic tape ser- 
vice subscriptions in view

of other libraries’ involve- 
ment (especially CSIRO) 
with overseas tape services. 

In Para 77 it is claimed 


that ‘it is practicable to sel- 
ect data from a number of... 
tapes’. One must ask who 
will select data suitable for 
all potential users in Aust- 
tralia and what will their 
guidelines be?. 

Para. 112-123 relate to 
financing a national autho- 
rity. It is estimated that 
Commonwealth expenditure 
amounting to a total of 3.5% 
‘will be required over the 
first three years- This is to 
cover buildings and furnish- 
ings. computer equipment 
and three tape-based _ infor- 
mation services. document 
collections and staff. but it 
is not clear whether - total 
true costs have been esti- 
mated. 

Estimated costs of $25-00 
P.A. for journals and $20.00 
for monographs are conser- 
vative while $30,000 for sear- 
ching only 200 profiles for 
the entire country seems a 
meagre provision. 

No funds are provided for 
assisting co-operative ven- 
tures which seems to con- 
firm that the authority is in- 
tended to have a central exe- 
cutive role only. 

Due to a lack of ‘quanti- 
fiable criteria’ (5). it is no- 
toriously difficult to justify 
the cost of provision of an 
efficient. information system 
in precise, statistical cost- 
benefit terms. The commit- 
tee ‘rightly points out that 
rationalisation of holdings. inr 
library —_leridings. —storage- 


Space for little-used material 


etc, will lead to financial 
économy nationally. 

‘It i8'"OF dibiots Yatiait} 
however, that ‘one profitable 
benefit would be an increase 
in the output of scientists 
and technologists’ (Para 130 
though undeniably there 


sali be an increase in the 
efficiency of out-put. 
Clearly Australia needs a 
1 
carefully planned and co- 
ordinated national scientific 
and technological _informat- 
ion system incorporating 
existing governmental and 
non- governmental libraries. 
but extending beyond these 
to| include professional asso- 


ciations, information analy- 
sis or data centres, and a 
central co-ordinating auth- 


ority. This should not be iso- 
lated form our neighbours 
in the Pacific and South East 
Asia. 

| STISEC represents a ma- 
jor step forward to reali- 
zation of this much needed 
system, but Volume- 1 of the 
teport is a disappointing 
ddcument. The importance 
of the tasks set for the Com- 
mittee deserved a more thor- 
oughly considered analysis 
amd more clearly outlined 
proposals.
